5  I,  Ernest  Seyd,  of  1A,  Princes  Street,  Mansion  House,  London,  E.C., 
in  the  County  of  Middlesex,  do  hereby  declare  the  nature  of  the  said 
Invention  for  “  Improvements  in  the  Covering  and  Preserving  of  Medical 
and  other  Plasters,”  communicated  to  me  from  abroad  by  Dr.  Benjamin 
Brandreth,  in  the  City  of  New  York,  U.  S.,  to  be  as  follows,  viz. : — 

10  Eor  a  process  of  covering  and  preserving  medical  and  other  plasters 
with  fabrics  made  from  cotton  or  flax  or  other  fibres  in  the  ordinary 
manner. 

The  advantages  claimed  by  this  process  are  that  the  covering  thus 
protecting  the  face  of  the  plaster  can  be  easily  removed  by  the  application 
15  of  moisture,  leaving  the  face  of  the  plaster  intact  and  its  medicinal  and 
other  properties  perfect.
